to replace Joint Power Authority 


Charles Corp, Sierra Madre director of the San 
Gabriel Valley Municipal Water Board, announced 
at last week’s City Council meeting that the new Board 
of Commissioners of the Water Quality Authority, 
which passed the Senate Sept. 19 by Senate Bill 1679, 
will replace the Joint Power Authority. 

The board will be comprised of one each from 
the three water districts overlying the basin and two 
City Council members elected by the cities. 

That does not mean that one of our council mem¬ 
bers will be chosen; our council might choose to spon¬ 
sor a council member from another city, he pointed 
out. 

Cities with water rights include Alhambra, Azu¬ 
sa, Covina, El Monte, Glendora, Industry, Irwindale, 


La Verne, Monrovia, Monterey Park, South Pasadena 
and Whittier. 

Sierra Madre is among those without water rights. 
Others include Baldwin Park, Bradbury, Duarte, La 
Puente, Rosemead, San Dimas, San Gabriel, San 
Marino, South El Monte, Temple City and West Co¬ 
vina. 

Senate Bill 1679 becomes effective on Jan. 1, 
1993. Election of the new board takes place by Mar. 
1, 1993 and assessment hearings are to be completed 
by that month, also. 

The five-member board will consist of a mem¬ 
ber and one alternate from the following: San Gabriel 
Valley Municipal Water District (of which we are a 
member); Upper San Gabriel Valley Municipal Wafer 


District; Three Valleys Municipal Water District, one 
city with pumping rights and one city without those 
rights. 

Who may be appointed to the W'ater Quality 
Authority (WQA)? 

Corp said that an elected official from the mem¬ 
ber agency may be appointed. That person may not 
earn more than 10 percent of his or her income “from 
persons or entities subject to regulation by or receives 
grants or contracts from the Authority.” 

This initial board (which convenes Feb. 11, 1993), 
begins its term of office at that point. The three val¬ 
leys MWD and the city without pumping rights ex¬ 
pires in January 1995. Other members’ terms expire

Big loss if 
monastery goes 

In the many newspaper 
articles about the efforts 
of the Cultural Heritage 
Commission to save the 
quake<lamaged monastery 
no mention has been given 
to the caring concern the 
commission has had for 
the Passionists who ad- 
minster the building and 
their retreat ministry. 


The job of the commis¬ 
sion is to make every ef¬ 
fort to save what is his¬ 
torically important in Sier¬ 
ra Madre. Most of the 
time this involves private 
property so that all we can 
do is try to buy time and 
hope that property owners 
will give thought to al¬ 
ternatives to destruction. 
This has often worked in 
the end for an advantage 


to the property owner if a 
building is saved. 

Last spring the Passion¬ 
ists applied to the city for 
a permit to demolish the 
monastery. They were in¬ 
formed that because of 
the historical importance 
of the building to Sierra 
Madre, they must first ap¬ 
ply for a recommendation 
from our commission. The 
Passionists had previously 


turned down the request 
to have the monastery on 
Sierra Madre’s Historic 
Landmark list but the city 
still considered the monas¬ 
tery of historical impor¬ 
tance. The commission 
then studied the matter. 

The monastery was 
built in 1932 on their 
laige acreage of land. Over

A day to remember

We ate to repletion, pushed back our benches 
and Herman and his friend made quick work of 
washing the dishes in two pans of river water. 
That task over, they took their scats near the 
stove and entered into the only conversation 
prospectors know.

The stove had grown cold, the mesquite 
ashes white, and the chill of the desert night 
came through the door. Herman looked at his 
watch. It was nine o’clock and time to go to bed. 
Herman lit a lantern, blew out the kerosene lamp 
and the two men went to the bunkhouse across 
the breezeway. 

As for me, I had no thought of sleep. My 


mind was still filled with the events of the day 
and the evening, the unusual surroundings, and 
last but not least, the extraordinary meal with 
two extraordinary men. I walked from under 
the breezeway and absorbed the magic of the 
night. The Arizona shoreline, a spread of gold 
a few hours earlier when the sun was low, was 
now a black pasteup against the night. The ris¬ 
ing moon accentuated the shadows, and the rays 
made a silver pathway across the river. Over¬ 
head the cottonwoods nodded and whispered 
in the chilly air, and far above were the star-rad- 
dled purple heavens. I looked at the cabin, now 
dark with only the moon reflected in the win¬ 
dow. 1 didn’t realize then that I had had an ex¬ 
perience that would be remembered the rest of 
my life.

The river has long since been 
tamed by dams and the water is deep over the 
dusty road I traveled on that long ago autumn 
afternoon.

Herman long ago departed this earth, 
no doubt dreaming to the last. 

Wherever he is, 1 hope that God gave him a 
grubstake in eternity, and that he and his faith¬ 
ful burro are climbing the rainbow in that end¬ 
less quest for the elusive pot of gold.

October 27, 1992, Sierra Madre City Hall... 

I was there. The forces of an aroused citizenry 
massed against the forces of the church. Well, 
maybe not quite that dramatic, but you knew 
there were some hot dynamics working. The bas¬ 
ic question: Is the monastery of historical sig¬ 
nificance and should it be protected?...or some¬ 
thing along those lines. 

The City Council voted 3 to 2 that it wasn’t, 
and the plans to demolish the structure, presum¬ 
ably, can proceed. Choo choo rah rah for the 
church. 

The people wanting the monastery to be 
saved were about equally divided between saving 
the structure because it is a significant landmark 
in the city or, saving it because they saw a size¬ 
able development brewing on the land. My per¬ 
sonal feelings, admittedly, are shallow - I simply 
hate the portend of our city going the way of vir¬ 
tually every other city in Southern California - 
piecemeal destruction of the “character” of 
where one lives. Yes, it is private property, but 
no, it isn’t that easy. 

A few things I saw and heard at City Hall 
galled me. I’m no philosopher, but when I hear 
people stridently telling me that church property 
is private and “they can damn well do what they 
please with it,” 1 get uneasy, and it’s not a nice 
“uneasy” because I can’t quite understand its 


dynamics. Someone educate me. 

When I hear representatives of our city 
yielding to threats of possible lawsuits if their 
judgments don’t go in certain directions, this 
also galls me. Basically, what this tells me is that 
any decision of substance to be rendered by the 
council will be decided long before it hits the 
table if a lawsuit is involved. By mentioning 
this. I’m not specifically focusing on the recent 
monastery decision, but on a few similar votes 
in recent years. E)oesn’t say much for the future 
of our city, does it? 

I’ll close this with my final galling. At one 
point during the hearing, a citizen was telling the 
council that she was vehemently against the raz¬ 
ing of the monastery. In fact, she was willing to 
engage in a act of civil disobedience to press her 
conviction. Some found this humorous. I have 
no problem with that. Unfortunately, I was 
positioned outside the council chambers behind 
a row of priests. Some of them found her state¬ 
ment to be hilarious. I guess that’s their preroga¬ 
tive, but their reaction did bother me. Maybe 
I’ve been out of touch, but I have a bosom buddy 
I grew up with who is a priest in the Chancellery 
in Boston. He taught me about humility and 
why it is very important in people, but critically 
important in priests. I saw precious little of it on 
this Tuesday night.

BETWEEN HELLO AND GOODBYE 
Jean Craig 

Lightning strikes twice. 

But strangely, you don’t get the feeling you 
have to feel sorry for Jean Craig, author of “Be¬ 
tween Hello and Goodbye.” Craig lost two hus¬ 
bands to terminal illness after long, happy, loving 
and deeply-fulfilling marriages. This book, how¬ 
ever, is not about death or sadness or grief; it’s a 
wonderful accounting of living and loving - an 
affirmation of the human spirit. The book begins 
with the discovery of cancer in her second hus¬ 
band, Ed McNeilly, and Journeys the long road 
to the end of his struggle. On the way, they quick¬ 
ly dispense with “Why me?” and fight like mad 
to establish “normalcy.” Choosing to live the 
life they intended, full of love, gusto and Joie de 


vivre, turns out to be the best medicine for both 
of them as they combat cancer together. 

Craig’s book is remarkably refreshing, too. 
She fails to paint a more heroic picture than what 
really existed, as some of these types of books 
tend to do as they try to portray the courageous 
fight. And this is what makes this book so won¬ 
derful. As she says in so many different ways, and 
with a great eye for detail, “There are good days 
and bad days.” Bad like colostomies and not-so- 
pleasant tasks in taking care of one, crabbiness 
from the patient, indifference from the doctor, 
the stress of not giving up and trying to live like 
normal couples live. Then good, like parties 
where people treat you like you because they 
don’t know about the cancer, family members 
helping without being asked, kindness and gen¬ 
erosity from those you need it from the most, and 
from those you never expected would give it. 

In the midst of her marvelous story is Craig’s 
message that she adamantly, and sometimes des¬ 
perately, drills home: that the medical profession 
treats disease but not the person, that it strips 
away human dignity, that it needs serious over¬ 
hauling to bring it up-to-date with the needs of 
the people it supposedly serves. This book should 
be required reading for everyone in the medical 
profession.

By Flora Burlingame 

Hanging on the wall of the law office of F. Ed¬ 
ward Little, Esquire, are medals he won within the last 
two years in highly competitive international Master’s 
swim events.. Such accomplishments would make any¬ 
one proud, but are especially noteworthy because the 
recipient recently celebrated his 80th birthday.

Circuit Court of Appeal and Secretary of Education 
in President Carter’s cabinet, tried several cases with 
Little a number of years ago. She commented that 
he is “an excellent lawyer” and a “thoroughly de¬ 
lightful human being.” On a more personal note, she 
added, “He knows how to overcome problems in his 
life and help others to overcome theirs.” 

Little’s talents are not limited to the practice of 
law. He has what he calls a “strong creative urge.” 
He is an accomplished writer and enjoys painting and 
drawing. His photography has been displayed in one- 
man shows across the nation. 

Jirayr Zorthian, well-known artist and teacher 
from Altadena, praised Little as an artist and a person. 
“He is a very fine writer and an incredible photograph¬ 
er,” declared Zorthian. “A delightful man. Law is 
secondary to his great personality.” 

In spite of, or perhaps because of what he refers 
to as his “compact stature,” Little has been an ag¬ 
gressive athlete all his life. In addition to his prowess 
in swimming, he participated in football, basketball, 
track, wrestling and sports car racing. He was a Gold¬ 
en Gloves boxer and a regional champion in golf - 
teaching golf for many years. He believes in versa¬ 
tility and said that “Anything that came along -1 would 
give it a try.” 

Reflecting on his 80 years. Little said the accom¬ 
plishment he finds the most satisfying is the fact that 
he seems to be accepted and respected by his colleagues 
and nearly everyone he has met. “I haven’t necessari¬ 
ly been a brilliant success,” he said, “but I have had 
no terrible failures either.” 

He modestly admits to having “contact among 
the mighty” including his good friend and University 


of Colorado schoolmate, Bryon R, White, Justice of 
the Supreme Court of the United States. 

He enjoys his relationship with the Law Offices 
of Douglas J. Farrell here in Sierra Madre. Of his 
chosen field he states “I am very proud to be a lawyer, 
but if I had to do it over, I would like to be a teacher 
at the college level and be an active writer.” He es¬ 
pecially enjoys sharing his talents and influencing 
people. 

Little’s advice to,others as he begins his next 80 
years is to “be aware.” “Awareness is a very great 
attribute,” he declared. “So much is going on around 
us all the time.” 

He also stressed the importance of “identifying 
with the adventure of life.”

Question: What should I do if 
my cat stops using his litter box and 
starts urinating in the house? 

Answer: Inappropriate urination is a very common 
problem in cats and may have many reasons. The first 
thing you should do is have your cat checked by your 
veterinarian to make sure he or she doesnot have a blad¬ 
der infection or other underlying cause. You should also 
make sure the litter boxes are very clean. Cats have 
definite preferences of litter box material. Most cats 
prefer sandy litter but you can try a variety. Cats tend not 
to like very coarse or dusty litter. Cats also usually do not 
like hooded litter boxes although they like privacy. Try 
placing several clean, attractive litter boxes in various 
areas, especially where your cat has chosen to urinate. 

Reduce stress in the environment if possible -- often cats 
will urinate inappropriately if company is visiting or other 
changes have occurred in the household. If you and your 
veterinarian are unable to break you cat of this habit 
medical therapy is available, but is not a trouble-free solu¬ 
tion.

on January 1997. After that, terms are four years 
long. 

Each city nominates by resolution one candidate 
for the office and gives that information to the WQA, 
60 to 90 days prior to election. Ballots with nominees’ 
names are distributed by WQA at least 45 days before 
election. 

Each city has one vote for every 10,000 popula¬ 
tion or majority fraction thereof, Corp explained. 
Cities cast votes by resolution and deliver to WQA. 
First and second highest votes elect a member and al¬ 
ternate. 

The Water Quality Authority develops and im¬ 
plements basin cleanup, and finances, designs and 
constructs the cleanup. It also provides the public 
information program, and coordinates federal, state, 
and local cleanup programs. 

Some of the programs they hope to implement are 
soil gas surveys, monitoring well construction, well 
water quality sampling and analysis, possible techni¬ 
cal and financial assistance to local businesses to meet 
requirements. 

Pumping rights will be up to $5/acre ft. for the 
WQA administration, which amounts to $1 million 
per year. Also, up to $35 per acre feet for project 
capital and operation and maintenance which will 
amount to $7 million per year. They will look for 
government and non-government grants and proceeds 
from the sale of bonds, also, Corp explained.

people making retreats 
increased so much the Re¬ 
treat Center was built in 
1949 to accommodate this 
increase. The center is 
located up the hill behind 
the monastery and for¬ 
tunately was not damaged 
in the quake. For several 
years the two buildings 
operated together to carry 
out the retreat mission of 
the Passionists. 

In our study, the com¬ 
mission learned several 
things: That the monastery 
was beautifully built, and 
that in spite of the damage 
it could be made seismi- 
cally safe and at much 
less cost than previously 
quoted. Also, that the 
number of people mak¬ 
ing retreats is down, not 
only here but all over the 
Western Province, of 
which this ministry is a 
part. So, too, are the 
number of priests and 
brothers. Father Michael 
Joseph Stengel heads this 
Western Province which 
is headquartered in Chi¬ 
cago. He informed us 
that he was the ultimate 
authority to make the 
decision to raze this build¬ 
ing and wanted it carried 
out as soon as possible. 
Money that had been do¬ 
nated by people on a vol¬ 
unteer basis to save the 
building was returned. 


We also learned of sev¬ 
eral possible ways to use 
the restored monastwy 
that would be compatible 
to this retreat ministry 
and that could be both a 
financial and spiritual ad¬ 
vantage to the Passionists, 
especially now that fewer 
people are making retreats. 
We also do not want to 
lose the Retreat (enter as 
well, if it would have to 
be closed). 

How sad it is that in 
these times less people, 
instead of more people, 
are making retreats. Sure¬ 
ly the need today is great¬ 
er than ever to have this 
opportunity to review 
values and find comfort 
through prayer and med¬ 
itation. However, in all 
our meetings together and 
in all the letters that trans¬ 
pired, the Passionists 
would never even give 
consideration to anything 
except a rush to demoli¬ 
tion. The door was closed 
to any practical reason 
for saving the building. 

I appreciate very much 
that Mayor Gary Adams 
and Councilwoman Mary 
Ann MacGillivray took 
their time to meet private¬ 
ly with Father Stengel, 
Father Clemente Barron, 
the Sierra Madre Superior, 
and their advisors. Mike 
Kinney and I also attend¬ 
ed these meetings. 

If the monastery is de¬ 
stroyed, 1 will feel the 
loss tremendously but it 
has been wonderful to 
work with the people in¬ 
volved. At the head of 
this list I place Mike Kin¬ 
ney, a 20-year layman vol¬ 
unteer at the monastery, 
close to a number of priests 
and brothers and who has 
worked the hardest to turn 
around the idea of demo¬ 
lition. Before the quake 
he donated his labor and 
materitd to make the mon¬ 
astery a more comfortable 
place for their men to live. 
Then a very, very special 
and caring man, Walter 
Gage, who loves the mon¬ 
astery and enjoys walking 
the grounds each day. He 
made such a great effort 
as chairman of the “Friends 
of the Monastery” to 
save this building and 
help the Passionists. To 
Tony Ghezzo who with his 
family attended morning 
mass at the monastery be¬ 
fore it was closed and to 
the hard-working, dedi¬ 
cated members of the 
commission - Judy Webb- 
Martin, Don Murphy, 
Dane Lenton and Bonnie 
Garner. 

I felt that the City Coun¬ 
cil meeting on Oct. 27 
when the public hearing 
was held about the monas¬ 
tery, the commission was 
being given a black eye. 
Also, with the number of 
people wearing badges 
that said “Friends of the 
Passionists,” I wondered

If you were a fan of the 
musical “Annie” - you 
know, “Tomorra, tomor- 
ra, I love ya, tomorra” - 
you will probably want to 
see the sequel, “Annie 
Warbucks,” which opened 
at the Pantages Theater 
in Hollywood this week. 
It is a “family” musical, 
with a plot as bland and 
characters as determined¬ 
ly lovable as that implies. 
There are more dancing 
orphans, each little girl 
out to show her fiesty stuff - 
and very professional they 
are. Annie herself is played 
by a real charmer, 12-year- 
old Laurin Gaffney, and 
Harve Presnell, who played 
the role in the original 
“Annie” on Broadway 
and in the movie, is Dad¬ 
dy Warbucks. 

The villainess this time 


is a comically scheming 
social worker, energetical¬ 
ly played by Harriet Stark. 
She informs Daddy that 
he cannot adopt Annie 
unless he is married, and 
she gives him 60 days to 
do so. Rather than see 
her beloved Daddy forced 
into marriage, Annie runs 
away into further adven¬ 
tures, and even Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt (Ray¬ 
mond Thorne) becomes 
involved in the search for 
her. 

The same writer and 
composer produced this 
sequel as did the original, 
and there are pleasant 
songs about romance and 
changes, but mostly it’s 
the mixture as before. 

One thing that I would 
change, if it were up to 


me, is the raucaus quali¬ 
ty of voice which director/ 
lyricist Martin Charnin 
feels most appropriate for 
Annie. It carries, but it 
is hard on the ears, and 
Gaffney is well trained 
enough to produce a strong 
sound without setting teeth 
on edge. The terrible acous¬ 
tics of the otherwise ad¬ 
mirable Pantages make it 
hard to follow the lyrics 
but it doesn’t matter much. 

“Annie Warbucks” 
plays at the Pantages 
through Nov. 22. 

In complete contrast. 


the Basement Theater is 
producing Eugene Iones¬ 
co’s classic Absurdist play, 
“Rhinoceros,” one of the 
easiest of that free-form 
genre to understand. Ab¬ 
surdist plays tend to be 
either fables or literal 
dramatizations of literary 
metaphores, and in “Rhi¬ 
noceros” the message is 
made abundantly clear. 

Berenger (David Titzler) 
is a likable, if rather sloven¬ 
ly character, only too hu¬ 
man. He notices that his 
dapper friend, Jean (Lar¬ 
ry Davison) is gradually 


becoming short-tempered, 
insen<»live and intolerant. 
When jean’s skin begins 
to thicken and turn green¬ 
ish gray, Berenger realizes 
that his friend is literally 
turning into a rhinoceros. 
As the disease spreads, 
friends and acquaintances 
start to drift the same way 
and to cite the advantages 
of hooves over feet and 
the safe imperviousness 
of armored skin, until 
Berenger begins to long 
for the change himself. 

One’s immediate reac¬ 
tion is that Ionesco is talk¬ 
ing about the Nazis, but 
the play was written in the 
’50s and the author is talk¬ 
ing about Fascist think¬ 
ing wherever it is found. 
Choose your favorite: rac¬ 
ism, survivalism, funda¬ 
mentalism, any social 


pressure to accept a set 
of arbitrary dogmas as an 
easy way to avoid think 
mg. Berenger, alone in 
an alien world, regrets his 
inability to make his lit 
that simple. 

If you have ever, hope¬ 
fully temporarily, felt 
yourself to be entirely 
surrounded by idiots, you 
can empathize with Ber- 
enger’s despair. 

Brett Grindle directs 
and the rhinoceros masks 
have an oppressively quiet 
hostility.

John Maxwell defines 
insanity as “endlessly re¬ 
peating the same pattern 
of behavior expecting a 
different result.” 

Last Sunday I brought 
up the subject of collec¬ 
tions in my sermon.

After the burglary, he said 
he didn’t know whether 
he could go on living 
without his Barbies. They 
were later recovered, and 
his survival is indicated. 

What do you collect? 
One lady who heard my 
words said as she left the 
church, “1 collect generos¬ 
ity.” Wow! Blessed are 
those who collect solid 
friendships and lasting 
friendships rather than 
more and more things. 

Every month 1 get at 
least one credit card sol¬ 
icitation in the mail - gold 
this, platinum that, with 
a huge line of credit pre¬ 
approved. If 1 sent in 
those application forms, 
I could be in real trouble. 
There is so much pressure 
put on people to spend 
more and more money on 
things. And the holidays 
are approaching. “An- 


gris we have heard on high 
tell us to go out and buy.” 

Money cannot buy friend¬ 
ship, and objects are no 
substitute for people. 
When someone continues 
to buy things in order to 
feel capable or successful, 
it can turn into an illness 
not much different from 
alcoholism or eating dis¬ 
orders. 

Perhaps this holiday 
season will be the time for 
you to break out of an un¬ 
productive pattern of be¬ 
havior, and make real pro¬ 
gress in the area of rela¬ 
tionships. Bruce Larson, 
one of the staff pastors 
at the Crystal Cathedral, 
says that many people are 
dying of loneliness. Lone¬ 
liness is a characteristic 
of our alienated society. 
But being lonely never 
made anybody into a bad 
person. 

So give it a shot: take 
an acquaintance and work 
at building her or him in¬ 
to a friend. And if you 
are into shopping, remem¬ 
ber that friendships are 
by no means free; they 
cost something. They re¬ 
quire investing the most 
important resources you 
have - yourself.

Travelers and Collectors 
at SM Library Nov. 13 


At last week’s meeting, 
the Sierra Madre City 
Council adopted Resolu¬ 
tion 92-52 which supports 
the extension of proposed 
Puente Hills Waste Man¬ 
agement Facilities of the 
County Sanitation Dis¬ 
trict. 

If the Puente Hills site 
is closed, the hauler would 
have to take 13,200 tons 
per day to greater dis¬ 
tances. The average price 
of alternative landfills is 
approximately double 
that of Puente Hills. 

Unless the permit is ex¬ 
tended, the landfill is sched¬ 
uled to close sometime 
in 1995. The resolution 
asks that the area be ex¬ 
tended easterly through 
two canyons. 

“The site is absolutely 
state-of-the-art,” Mayor 
Gary Adams told other 
council members. He ex¬ 
plained that it was ex¬ 


tremely clean and well- 
organized. 

The daily activities pro¬ 
duce over 44,(X)0 tons of 
nonhazardous solid waste. 
As the population and 
level of activities grow, 
this amount of waste will 
increase as much as 60,000 
tons per day by the year 
2000. That is 104,000 
tons daily. 

The award-winning 
Puente Hills Landfill is 
the county’s largest and is 
both owned and operated 
by the districts. The dis¬ 
tricts were honored re¬ 
cently with awards of ex¬ 
cellence with their opera¬ 
tions and maintenance of 
Puente Hills Landfill. 
Puente Hills was recog¬ 
nized by the Solid Waste 
Association of North 
America for “meritorious 
achievement” in the asso¬ 
ciation’s 1992 Landfill 
Excellence Awards Pro¬ 


gram. 

The Sanitation Dis¬ 
tricts are a consortium 
of 24 independent special 
district serving the water 
pollution control and solid 
waste management needs 
of 4.8 million people in 
Los Angeles County. The 
service area is 770 square 
miles which encompasses 
79 cities and unincorporated 
territory in the county. 

Fifteen of the Sanita¬ 
tion Districts have joined 
together to create and 
manage a joint solid waste 
system which currently 
consists of four active 
sanitary landfills, two re¬ 
cycling centers, three gas- 
to-energy facilities and a 
refuse transfer station. 
They also maintain two 
closed sanitary landfill 
sites and participate in the 
operation of two refuse- 
to-energy facilities.
